Former Attorney General Jotm N, 
Mitchell arid John D. Bhrlichman, a 
top White House aide to President 
Nixon, were convicted of conspiracy,

Last October, the U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals in Washington threw out 
Mardian’ s conviction, ruling that his 
request for a separate trial should 
have been granted. 

The appeals court ruled, that the ev- 
idence against Mardian was so minor 
Ln comparison to that against Mitchell 
and, Ehrlichman that he deserved a 
separate triaL ^ \ 

Government prosecutors said last 
month that they do not intend to retry 
Mardian- thus ending his legal entan- 
glements in the Watergate scandals 
that forced Nixon out of office. 

Ehrlichman &nd Mitchell, who are 
appealing their Watergate convictions 
to the Supreme Court, remain 'sus- 
pended from the high court's : bar. 
MitchelL has been disbarred in New 
York and Ehrlichman in the state of 
Washington. ' '
